
Successful year for Lyme's 
summer fundraising events 


LYME Regis’ two main summer events 
are both celebrating successful years with 
a hugely popular Regatta and Carnival 
Week and Lifeboat Week profits exceed¬ 
ing all expectations. 

Organisers of Regatta and Carnival Week, which 
came to a close on Sunday, reported excellent at¬ 
tendance at many events and the carnival proces¬ 
sion on Saturday night has been described as “one 
of the best in years”. 

In particular, the organising committee were de¬ 
lighted that local traders, residents and visitors 
threw themselves behind this year’s decorated 
duck competition, which received an “overwhelm¬ 
ing” response. 

More than 100 shops and businesses decorated 
and displayed wooden ducks with some even fea¬ 
turing on BBC Spotlight last week. The public 
voted for their favourite entries and the winners 
were announced on Saturday ahead of the carnival 
procession. 

The winner was “Cosmic Duck” from Bizley Art, 
with the Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, presenting an egg trophy to owner and 
artist Richard Bizley. Second place went to “Duck- 
osaurus” by Edwards & Parr and third prize went 
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to “Herbies Dino Duck” by Herbies Dino Bar. 

The winning ducks were joined by runners-up on 
a special float in the well-supported carnival pro¬ 
cession on Saturday night, which also featured 
Bournemouth Youth Marching Band, Street Heat 
Samba Band from Exeter, Lyme Regis Majorettes 
and many local families and businesses in fancy 
dress. 

The procession followed a successful firework 
display on Thursday evening, and proceeded what 
was described as “the 
biggest duck race Lyme 
Regis has ever seen” on 
Sunday. 

Lyme Regis Regatta 
and Carnival Commit¬ 
tee chairman, Andy 
Brown, said: “I would 
like to thank the busi¬ 
nesses for coming to¬ 
gether in the true spirit 
of carnival. They 
showed so much enthu¬ 


siasm, so much endeavour that we were truly over¬ 
whelmed with their creations. 

“The procession was one of the largest we have 
seen for many years. We would like to say a spe¬ 
cial thank you to local groups and organisations 
that spent months planning their costumes. 

“Regatta and Carnival Week has been a huge 
success! The community came together to enjoy 
everything that carnival endeavours to achieve and 
we cannot wait for 2016.” 

Organisers of Lifeboat Week also this week an¬ 
nounced that profits taken during their events in 
July exceeded all expectations and stood at 
£22,000 with money still coming in. 


Council opposes proposed 
museum extension design 


THE town council has recom¬ 
mended refusal of plans to extend 
Lyme Regis Museum due to issues 
with the proposed modern design. 

Members of the town council's 
Planning & Highways Committee 
were split when the plans were dis¬ 
cussed at last week's meeting. 
Eventually it was agreed to recom¬ 
mend refusal to planning authority 
West Dorset District Council on a 
narrow majority of five against four. 

The council recommended refusal 
on the grounds of the contempo¬ 
rary design not being in keeping 
with either the existing museum 
building or the character of the 
area. 

Some councillors emphasised that 
they were not against an extension 
to the museum, or even a more 
modern design for the extension, 
but in particular did not think some 
of the proposed materials were suit¬ 


able, including a two-storey zinc 
clad wall. 

Lyme Regis Museum hopes its 
proposed £1.6million Mary Anning 
Wing extension will be open by 
summer 2017. 

It will include a learning space for 
schools, families, researchers and 
community groups; a re-displayed 
geology gallery to bring alive the 
story of Lyme's famous fossil hunter, 
Mary Anning, and showcase the 
museum's fossil collection; space for 
a lively programme of events, talks 
and activities; a new visitor recep¬ 
tion area and shop, a lift to the 
upper floor galleries and a fully ac¬ 
cessible toilet, as the museum cur¬ 
rently does not have disabled 
access or facilities.

Unlike the sunshine seen during Regatta and 
Carnival Week, the fundraising events for the 
RNLI earlier this summer were plagued with poor 
weather. The two biggest crowd-pullers - displays 
by the Red Arrows and RAF Falcons - had to be 
cancelled and organisers only expected to make 
£15,000 - half of last year’s total. 

Speaking on the £22,000 figure, chairman of the 
RNLI Guild, Irene Roper, said: “This is just amaz¬ 
ing and is a huge tribute to all our volunteers and, 
of course, to the wonderful generosity of those 
who gave to our life-saving charity during a week 
of very unpredictable weather. 

“Neither the Red Arrows nor the RAF Falcons 
parachute display team could attend because of the 
weather. These two events are undoubtedly high¬ 
lights of the week, and without them we have still 
managed to raise more than we could have hoped. 

“Now we start planning for next year, and we 
will always welcome extra help, so anyone who 
would like to join us on the committee is invited 
to contact me on irenelroper@googlemail.com.”

JOANNA Smith is a teacher and writer and 
has been teaching creative writing in Lyme 
Regis and Uplyme since 2008. 

She has written three films that were shot 
in Southern Africa and her book 'Lesser 
Known Lyme Regis'was published by Roving 
Press last year. 


• WHERE did your love of writing come from? 

It's hard to say! I started scribbling stories as soon 
as I could hold a pencil. Like most people though, I 
just stopped writing fiction as soon as I left school 
and poured all my writing energy into letters and 
journals and the odd newspaper article. It took me 
a couple of decades to get back to fiction. 

• WHAT were you doing before you moved to 
Lyme Regis? 

I did a degree in English literature in London, a post¬ 
graduate degree in education from Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity and taught English in Tanzania and 
Leamington Spa before arriving in Mozambique in 
1994.1 stayed in Maputo for 13 years, teaching lit¬ 
erature at the university, training teachers and writ¬ 
ing film scripts. It was a really interesting and 
positive time to be there - when I arrived the civil 
war had just ended and people were very keen to 
start rebuilding their lives. There was a great sense 
of possibility and so much to get involved in. 

• WHAT was it like working in the film industry 
in Southern Africa? 

I started writing English subtitles for the major film 
company in Mozambique and was asked if I'd like 
to try writing a script. What a dream! The company 
gave me lots of valuable feedback and were ex¬ 
tremely encouraging - conditions that were perfect 
for waking up my dormant creativity. I've tried to 
replicate this kind of environment in my writing 
groups. 

• YOU also wrote "Lesser Known Lyme Regis"? 

Bee Painton at Serendip suggested I should write 
it, as she didn't have anything up-to-date and reli¬ 
able to offer visitors. I loved getting to know the 
town really well and interviewing people for the 
book - there are so many passionate and interest¬ 
ing people in Lyme. It took ages to write though, as 
many of the best stories (anything to do with smug¬ 
glers and underground tunnels and hidden cham¬ 
bers) were so hard to prove. I lived in fear of 
perpetuating myths. In a way, it was a relief to re¬ 
turn to fiction! 

• WHAT inspired you to set up the Black Dog 
Writing Group? 

I came to live in Lyme with my five-year-old daugh¬ 
ter and so my first priority was to find work that fit¬ 



ted around her. For the first year I worked as a carer 
but missed being around people involved with 
books and writing. My main loves were teaching 
and writing fiction so I decided to put these to¬ 
gether and teach creative writing. 

# HOW does one join the writing group? 

I currently run five groups and see some writers in¬ 
dividually. I teach a structured course, introducing 
the elements of fiction such as plot, dialogue, point 
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of view and characterization. We also work hard on 
developing a writing habit and ignoring the mean 
snipings of our inner critic. 

Creative writing is a wonderful subject to teach as 
people gain in confidence and ability remarkably 
quickly and the groups become very close. You get 
to know and trust each other very well when you 
share writing. I also see several individuals who 
can't join a group or who are more interested in 
working on a specific project such as a novel or 
memoir. 

• HOW often do the groups meet? 

We meet once a week. Every year I teach three 
blocks often sessions, following the school terms. I 
start a new group every January and then the 
group stays together. If anyone would like to go on 
the waiting list, all the details can be found on my 
website: www.blackdogwriting.co.uk. Each block 
costs £100. 

• THE writing group has released several 
books? 

I produce a book of "Stories from the Black Dog" 
every December. This year will be the sixth volume. 
All the students submit their best work; it's a real 
thrill for everyone to see their stories in print and 
the book makes a very handy Christmas present! 

• WHICH three people would you most like to 
discuss literature with? 

I tend to enjoy books by people I'd like to meet; 
wise people who I feel could teach me about life as 
well as literature. My current top three are probably 
Marilynne Robinson, Elizabeth Strout,Tove Jansson 
and Sarah Waters. (Sorry, maths was never my 
strong suit!)

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Town Mill hopes action at Lynch S e n r s s id o e n r L ySusy 
pathway will get underway soon streets '«y p°"“ 


FOLLOWING complaints about the current condition 
of the Lynch pathway and overgrown vegetation in the 
River Lim, Lyme Regis, the Town Mill Trust have said 
they hope action will get underway soon. 

Residents have taken to social networking site Face- 
book to comment on overgrown vegetation in the river 
around the Lynch pathway, which leads to the Town 
Mill, and the town council has also raised concerns 
about the dangerous condition of the pathway itself, 
which could cost tens of thousands to repair. 

Chairman of the Town Mill Trust, Gary Willis, has 
now given an update on the situation and action which 
he hopes will get underway shortly. 

He said: “The article on the Lynch path in last 
week’s View From (August 5th) was very timely and 
readers may be interested in the action we hope will 
get under way soon. 

“The Town Mill Trust has been concerned about the 
state of the river wall for some years; we have put ef¬ 
fort into keeping the leat intact, and have also been in¬ 
volved in works to the Lynch wall with others some 
years back. However, as all can see from the photo in 
last week’s paper, the Lynch wall needs some serious 
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attention. 

The deterioration of the wall would have a direct im¬ 
pact on the Town Mill, but it would also significantly 
impact the old town of Lyme Regis and all those who 
use the Lynch path on a regular basis. 

“The impasse over the last few years has been 
caused by the various authorities arguing about who 
has responsibility for the maintenance of the wall and, 
as a consequence, avoiding any action. The final killer 
for all action was the conclusion from the various lev¬ 
els of local government that the responsibility should 
reside with the last private owners of the mill back in 
the early 20th century - find their descendants if you 
can! 

“In the last year I have tried to pursue a different ap¬ 
proach, one of mutual self-interest - we are all inter¬ 
ested in the survival of the Lynch and the Lynch path 
and we should ignore ownership and simply agree to

Lifeboat crew called 
to fatal incident at 
West Bexington 

A MAN died after being pulled from the sea by 
Lyme Regis lifeboat crew. 

The crew were called to West Bexington on Fri¬ 
day evening following reports of three people in 
difficulties in choppy conditions. A man in his 40s 
had entered the water to rescue a child, report¬ 
edly his son, which he did successfully before 
getting into difficulties himself. 

The man was found by the crew in the water 
some 30 metres offshore. He was lifted aboard 
the lifeboat and all three members of the crew - 
helmsman Murray Saunders, Tim Edwards and 
Tom Wallis - applied CPR. 

He was then winched aboard Rescue 106, the 
coastguard helicopter from Portland, and taken 
to hospital in Dorchester but was pronounced 
dead on arrival. 

The child and a woman were also taken to hos¬ 
pital by land but were said to be doing well. 


co-operate for the common good and do something to 
halt the inevitable deterioration. 

“The Town Mill Trust made some progress early this 
year by getting a meeting of the various players in 
order to find a way forward. In reality this only hap¬ 
pened as a result of the help of Oliver Letwin MP and 
support of town, district and county councillor Daryl 
Turner. Those present at the meeting - Dorset County 
Council, West Dorset District Council, the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, Lyme Regis Town Council and the 
Town Mill Trust - agreed to work together to improve 
the situation. 

“Due to the hard work of Carmel Wilkinson at DCC 
over the last few months, an agreement is very nearly 
in place, the support of one of the authorities is still 
needed. 

“Once the agreement is finalised the wild vegetation 
along the Lynch from the Town Mill to Gosling 
Bridge will be removed, hopefully by that by the end 
of August, after which a full condition report can be 
pulled together. The Town Mill, as the junior member 
of this partnership and with limited reserves, has 
agreed to contribute an equal share to this first phase 
of the work and we will be approaching those who 
value the Lynch to join us in fundraising for the 
£l,500-£2,000 contribution we have committed to. 

“If you have ideas on fundraising approaches please 
get in touch with me via Sarah at the Town Mill office 
and we will organise a meet up to agree the way for¬ 
ward.” 

Councillor Turner recently reported that removing 
vegetation around the Lynch could cost around £7,000 
and full repairs could then total £80,000. 


POLICE have advised drivers to consider other 
road users and to adhere to road markings and 
signs on Lyme Regis' busy streets during the 
summer. 

The advice came after an incident on Sunday 
in which the driver of a car punched and dented 
the side of a campervan after an argument in 
Church Street, 

At around 4pm, when Church Street was heav¬ 
ily congested, a vehicle believed to be a silver 
Vauxhall Zafira was seen leaving the town centre 
and heading east bound when the driver be¬ 
came involved in a heated exchange of words 
whilst passing a campervan. Following the argu¬ 
ment, the silver car drew alongside the camper¬ 
van and the male driver punched the bodywork 
of the campervan, causing a dent. 

The narrow street often causes tension for 
both drivers and pedestrians during the busy 
summer months, with traffic sometimes becom¬ 
ing jammed for prolonged periods. 

Police would encourage all drivers to take 
extra time and to consider other road users at 
this busy time of year. 

A spokesperson said: "Paying particular atten¬ 
tion to road markings will assist you and others 
to negotiate our narrow streets. 

"Keep clear markings on the road are there for 
a reason, so please do not wait on top of them. 
Likewise, the give way sign and markings at the 
approach into Church Street from Charmouth 
Road are designed so that traffic entering the 
narrow section must give way to traffic exiting 
the town." 


Fisherman captures rare sighting 
of leatherback turtle in Lyme Bay 


LYME Regis fisher¬ 
man John King cap¬ 
tured on camera a 
rare sighting of a 
huge leatherback 
turtle in Lyme Bay. 

John King, who 
skippers the mack¬ 
erel fishing boat 
"Susie B" took this 
photo of the rarely- 
seen turtle attacking 
a barrel jellyfish dur¬ 
ing one of his hour- 
long fishing trips 
from Lyme Regis 
harbour. 

He said: "It was just 
another lovely day in 
Lyme Bay, we were catching mackerel and en¬ 
joying the sunshine when all of a sudden this 
monster came up from the depths and sur¬ 
faced right alongside the boat with a barrel jel¬ 
lyfish in its jaws. 

"These jellyfish can weigh up to 75lbs but it 
was completely dwarfed by this beautiful tur¬ 
tle that was at least seven feet long. My pas¬ 



sengers and I just stared at the scene in front 
of us and afterwards we all felt extremely priv¬ 
ileged to have witnessed such a sight. 

"These turtles eat jellyfish as they cross the 
Atlantic on the Gulf stream but unfortunately 
they don't make it back across and I'm sorry to 
say he's destined to die here and get washed 
up on a beach somewhere."

Lyme Regis enters historic relationship 
with communities across the Atlantic 


A NEW “Historic Atlantic Triangle” has been 
formed with the tripling of Lyme Regis, its existing 
twin town of St George’s in Bermuda, and 
Jamestown, Virginia. 

Lyme Regis Town Council, The Corporation of St George and 
the Jamestown Rediscovery Foundation (Preservation Virginia) 
have committed to establishing a sustainable and mutually bene¬ 
ficial relationship. 

This three-way relationship is based on the important historic 
ties created during the development of the British colony in the 
Americas at Jamestown in 1607 and beyond. 

For many years it has been an aspiration amongst members of 
the communities in Lyme Regis and St George's, which were of¬ 
ficially twinned in 1996, to secure a meaningful and mutually ben¬ 
eficial relationship with Jamestown, Virginia. 

Little progress had been made as the site of the original James 
Fort, which subsequently became Jamestown, was considered to 
have been lost by erosion into the James River. 

Since 1994, under the leadership of Dr William Kelso CBE, 
FSA, director of research and interpretation of the Jamestown Re¬ 
discovery Project in Virginia, a team has not only located the site 
of the original James Fort but has now recovered over two million 
artefacts, many of which relate to the early days of the settlement 
and date from the early 17th century. 

Not only did Jamestown become the first permanent English set¬ 
tlement and seat of representative government in North America 
but was also the site where English America began and also wit¬ 
nessed the formation of the British Empire. 

It is also the place where English settlers, Native Americans and 
enslaved Africans came and lived together for the first time. The 
22 acres have been under the stewardship of Preservation Virginia 
since 1893. 

Former Mayor of Lyme Regis and West Dorset MP, Admiral Sir 
George Somers, a founder member of the Virginia Company, led 
the third supply fleet of nine ships in 1609 to relieve the ailing 
Jamestown settlement. 

His flagship “Sea Venture”, with 150 settlers on board, was hit 
by a hurricane, separated from the rest of the fleet and, after three 
days in the hurricane, Sir George managed to steer it on to coral 
less than a mile offshore of the uninhabited island of Bermuda, 
known then as the “Isle of Devils”. 

Not only did Sir George and his colleagues claim Bermuda for 
the British, leading to settlement in 1612, but he and his crew built 
two new ships, “Deliverance” and “Patience”, allowing them to 
continue their journey to rescue the ailing Jamestown settlement 
at the end of the Starving Time in May 1610, when only about 60 
of the original 400 settlers were still alive. 

Sir George's heroic efforts saved many of the prominent early 
Jamestown settlers who were on board “Sea Venture” and at 
Jamestown. His contribution to early America was crucial, without 
which Jamestown could have easily been abandoned ending 
British America. 

Sir George returned to Bermuda on “Patience” in the summer of 
1610 for additional supplies but died there. His heart is buried in 
Somers Gardens in St George’s and his body was returned to Eng¬ 
land landing at the Cobb in Lyme Regis and was buried in his 
hometown of Whitchurch Canonicorum, near Charmouth. 


The three communities have now resolved to form a sustainable 
and mutually beneficial relationship between the three ancient 
maritime communities, to be known as the Historic Atlantic Tri¬ 
angle. The current Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, and Mayor of St George’s, Quinell Francis, singed the res¬ 
olution during a recent twinning visit from a party from St 
George’s to Lyme Regis. 

This is designed not only for the celebration, exchange and fur¬ 
therance of historic knowledge, research and experiences but also 
to provide many potential shared benefits including: 

• Enhanced opportunities to market and benefit from cultural 
tourism especially between the UK, Bermuda and North America 

• Providing a better understanding of our shared historical and 
cultural ties 

• Developing beneficial collaborative activities initiatives and ac¬ 
tivities. 

It is also hoped that the new relationship will give an added im¬ 
petus to the existing twinning relationship between Lyme and St 
George’s, which celebrates its 20th anniversary in 2016 for which 
it is planned to unveil a new statue of Sir George in Lyme Regis. 
Confirmation of future initiatives and commemorative events will 
be announced in the coming months. 

Richard D. Spurling, chairman of the St George’s Foundation, 
said: “This tripling is a unique triangular relationship representing 
the challenges, struggles and hardships of the founding of early 
British America. 

“To use Sir Winston Churchill’s famous remark - so much today 
is owed by so many to only a few brave souls. 

“The leveraging of this relationship will lead to many opportu¬ 
nities for Lyme Regis, St Georges and Jamestown and is a truly 
exciting development for cultural tourism.” 

Quinell Francis, Mayor of St George’s, added: “Sir George 
Somers has played a significant part in the history to what we now 
know as the Historic Atlantic Triangle. 

“We in the town of St George are quite happy to be a part of this 
connection with Lyme Regis and 
Jamestown, Virginia and look forward 
to many visiting the home of Sir 
George Somers’ heart, which is buried 
at Somers Gardens.” 

Elizabeth S. Kostelny, CEO of 
Preservation Virginia, commented: 

“This tripling reminds of us that con¬ 
nections are important in history and 
for our future. 

“Preservation Virginia is excited 
about the potential this relationship 
has to share the history and support 
cultural tourism between the three 
communities.” 

Councillor Lovell added: “Our 
tripling will benefit all of us by at¬ 
tracting more visitors who we hope 
will leave with a better appreciation 
and understanding of the contribution 
made by Sir George Somers and the 
other founders of British America, 

Bermuda and the British Empire.”

EAGER Lyme Regis residents took part in a hands-on training experience 
learning how to use the potentially life-saving equipment of a defibrillator. 

The training is vital as a new defibrillator is to be installed outside the 
harbourmasters office on the Cobb, allowing members of the public access in 
case of an emergency such as a heart attack. 

The purchase of the new equipment has initiated by Lyme Regis Development 
Trust and has been funded by a number of local organisations. 

One person who received the training from members of the Lyme Regis fire 
crew and ambulance service was president of the Rotary Club of Lyme Regis, 
John Bartlett, who last year suffered a heart attack himself and was resuscitated 
after three defibrillators shocks. John and his wife Denise were just two of a 
steady stream of people who decided to take 20 minutes out of their day and 
learn how to possibly save a life. 

The defibrillator will be housed in a special cabinet, which keeps the gel on 
the equipment moist and useable.The cabinet will be locked with a keypad and 
if the emergency services need to be contacted, the emergency dispatcher will 
have the code to access the cabinet.

Kayakers call into Lyme Regis 


TWO long distance kayakers circumnavigating 
the UK made Lyme Regis their penultimate call 
last week before completing their 2,000 mile voy¬ 
age.

Lee and Katie left Lyme Regis last Thursday, 
aiming complete their voyage in Falmouth.

FOR most local churches, the summer means a wind¬ 
ing down in weekly church life.

This is certainly true of ourselves in the Baptist

Of course, this reflects much of town life in Lyme. 
For us the lean period is found outside of the holiday 
seasons. This can provoke a bit of a peak and trough 
kind of experience of life.

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AS THE August Bank Holiday draws near the 
small families of rabbits, who normally enjoy a 
bit of peace and quiet on one of our former 
war-time airfields, know that it's time to go on 
their own vacations. The former naval air sta¬ 
tion'HMS Dipper'at Henstridge is gearing itself 
up for one its biggest annual events...'Wings 
and Wheels'. While it may not be quite as noisy 
or dramatic as the wartime years when, as 
H.M.S Dipper, it was host to a constant proces¬ 
sion Fleet Air Arm squadrons training and 
working-up; it can still see over a hundred light 
aircraft and scores of vintage and classic vehi¬ 
cles gathering on the airfield. Add to that the 
hundreds of visitors, and the ever early-rising 
teams of stewards and marshallers, and you 
can see why'bunny'seeks somewhere less busy 
for his Saturday frolic. 

August 29th is the date for your diary and it 



marks the six¬ 
teenth staging 
of this popular 
show which still remains a vol- 
^ unteer-led enterprise. Not that 
you would notice it since, like all 
aviation events, it is run within stringent guide¬ 
lines by a team who have worked together for 


several decades. It's true that their uniforms, 
apart from the ATC cadets of course, are a bit 
on the casual side....to say the least! But be¬ 
tween them they have organised and partici¬ 
pated in the best part of five hundred similar 
venues spread over a score of airfields. It is no 
surprise that they take great pride in the fact 
that their first-aid providers have only been 
troubled for the occasional wasp-sting and an 
asprin; the latter is usually for the'boss'with the 
headache from trying to keep an eye on it all. 

While every year is always something special, 
there is never room for any complacency in this 
business, this year's event is a bit extra special. 
For a start it is the 15th Anniversary of the 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance on whose 
behalf the event is staged; and, more impor¬ 
tantly perhaps at a national level, it also marks 
the 75th Anniversary of the Battle 
of Britain. 

As always G-DORS, the cur¬ 
rent helicopter, will cross 
over to crowd-side and 
her crew will be happy 
to give visitors a look 
around and to chat 
about her role and achievements. This is one 
of the rare opportunities for her supporters and 
admirers to get'up-close-and-personal'to this 
vital piece of life-saving equipment. 

The second important anniversary will be 
marked by the regular roar of the Merlins which 
power the aircraft of the BBMF. This is more 
than a little significant as both Spitfires and 
Seafires were regularly based at Henstridge 


and made full use of its original five runways. 
Needless to say the visiting Spitfire and Hurri¬ 
cane will not be 'landing-on'....though they 
may well be low enough to give that impres¬ 
sion! As we go to press we can confirm that, al¬ 
though originally allocated, the BBMF's 
Lancaster will be unable to appear. The aircraft, 
now affectionately known as'Thumper'from 
her 617 Sqn colour scheme, suffered a major 
fire in her Number4 engine while on a pre-sea- 
son practise sortie. The latest from the Flight is 
that she is unlikely to even begin air-testing be¬ 
fore the end of the season. 

The admission price for Wings & Wheels has 
been held for yet another year at just £5:00 for 
adult visitors. Accompanied youngsters under 
sixteen are welcomed free and there are no ad¬ 
ditional car-park charges. It makes for a low- 
cost, high-interest family day-out. And, even if 
you're not a plane or car enthusiast, you won't 
want to miss the legendary'Joe's Barbie'for a 
mouth-watering munch before you stroll 
around the visiting aircraft. The gates open at 
10am and the event winds-down around in the 
late afternoon with the BBMF providing the 
dramatic finale around 5:30pm.

DORSET and Somerset Air Ambulance is a reg¬ 
istered charity which receives no direct funding 
from the Government or the National Lottery. 
They rely on public donations to keep flying. 
Since their launch in March 2000, they have 
flown over 10,700 missions, many of them life¬ 
saving. They currently operate a Eurocopter 
EC135 helicopter from their airbase at Hen- 
stridge Airfield on the Dorset/Somerset border. 
From there, they can be at any point in the two 
counties within 19 minutes. More importantly, 
the helicopter can then take a patient to any 
one of the Major Trauma Centres in the South 
West within a further 20 minutes. The charity's 
operational costs are over £2 million a year and 
the approximate cost per mission is £2,500. 

It's definitely an exciting time for the charity 
which celebrates 15 years of service to the peo¬ 
ple of Dorset and Somerset in 2015. Plans to 
replace its existing aircraft with an AgustaWest- 
land 169 (AW169) at the end of 2016 are on 
well on track after it recently received its formal 
Certification by the European Aviation Safety 
Agency. The aircraft was selected following an 
extensive evaluation process by the Charity 
and their clinical partners. It has a much larger 


cabin area that will give clinicians better in¬ 
flight access to the patient, more space for ad¬ 
vanced equipment and the possibility of 
carrying 2 stretcher patients if required.The air¬ 
craft will also come readily equipped to under¬ 
take night operations 

Two years ago, the charity sponsored a 
unique three year MSc Advanced Paramedic 
Practice (Critical Care) education programme, 
in partnership with the University of Hertford¬ 
shire, the South Western Ambulance Service 
NHS Foundation Trust and a number of NHS 
Hospital Trusts across the region. The pro¬ 
gramme is unique as all the education and 
training of the paramedics has taken place lo¬ 
cally by academics and visiting lecturers. Doc¬ 
tors and consultants from across the region 
were brought in for three days a week, to share 
their skills and provide mentoring both on land 
and in the air. 

As well as continuing to deliver fantastic pre¬ 
hospital care to patients in need, the para¬ 
medics have been studying hard. Now in their 
second year, they have ALL completed their 
Post Graduate Certifi¬ 


cate in Advanced Paramedic Practice (Critical 
Care) which means they are now fully qualifies 
as'Specialist Paramedics in Critical Care'and are 
currently studying for their Diploma. 

In August 2015, the charity's Trustees ap¬ 
proved a proposal for Dorset and Somerset Air 
Ambulance to move towards providing a Criti¬ 
cal Care Team capability, consisting of a Critical 
Care Paramedic and Senior Qualified Consult¬ 
ant, seven days a week. This was taken, on the 
basis of the extremely valuable experience of 
the last two years, where the paramedics have 
been working alongside these consultants as 
part of their post graduate studies. This is di¬ 
rectly in line with both the Dorset and Somer¬ 
set Air Ambulance strategic vision for clinical 
excellence and also the South West Regional 
Collaboration Strategy for the delivery of pre¬ 
hospital critical and enhanced care, which was 
published in June this year. 

This means that by the end of 2016, they will 
have the highest level of pre-hospital emer¬ 
gency care for the most seriously ill patients, in 
one of the most advanced air ambulance heli¬ 
copters in the country.

VISITORS who regularly attend airshows, but have not previously been to a 'Fly-in', 
may well be left wondering why there is no official programme or timetable.The an¬ 
swer is that no-one knows which aeroplane will be the next one to call 'finals' before 
touching down on Henstridge's runways.The pilots will have been politely requested 
to make a booking in advance, but arrival times are never specified. The simple fact 
is that to do so would be a near impossibility.The aircraft can vary from vintage pre¬ 
war biplanes to the latest sophisticated tourers.. .with home-builds and micro-lights 
in there for good measure. Their flights can bean easy'five-minutes-downhill'from 
Compton Abbas or a long haul in from East Anglia or deepest Devon. 

If those were not enough in the way of complications, then there are always the 
fliers who make up their mind to 'drop-in' on the day. Everyone is always welcome 
and, in the last fifteen years of Wings & Wheels, no pilot has had to be turned away. 

Then there is that final deciding factor from which no aviation event can escape... 
.the good-old British weather. Light aircraft are obviously particularly prone to the 
whims of'the bloke upstairs'. If the Metcast looks at all 'iffy'then it's not worth trying 
to make it in.The maxim about'old pilots and bold pilots'applies at all times. Some 
aircraft are of course more susceptible than others. As the commentator often (and 
always politely!) points out.. .."would you fancy an hour so in a 90 mph open-cockpit 
bi-plane on a wet morning, with a 40knot headwind and the cloud-base on the 
deck?" 

But, when the skies are blue and the winds are light then Henstridge can, and does, 
attract well over a hundred planes. And what is more the public get the almost 
unique chance to view them'close-up'during the regular lunch-time airpark opening 
and walk-round.

LIVING IT UP ASTHE SUN GOES DOWN 


CAMP BESTIVAL once again lived up to it's billing as the 
country's official favourite family-friendly festival last 
weekend, with an intoxicating mix of great live music, top 
DJs, spoken word, comedy, a hatful of kid's entertainment 
of all sorts, all nicely topped off with the year's best week¬ 
end of weather. 

With the site bustling on our arrival on Friday morning 
(the campsite opens midday on the Thursday), we set up 
camp and headed towards the main stage for our first 
major musical act of the weekend, Eliza Carthy. It's during 
that first journey from tent to stage that it becomes appar¬ 
ent just how family-friendly, and above all, fun, curators 
Josie and Rob Da Bank make Dorset's largest festival. Face 
paints and onesies everywhere adhere to the'Wild'theme 
of this year's event, and side shows include dance-alongs 
with The Blue Coats, Punch & Judy, performances from 
groups including The Steelers, and the daredevil trio at the 
Wall of Death, plus the many and varied arts and crafts stalls. 

ELIZA Carthy is a familiar face to Camp Bestival regulars, 
having previously performed with the folk collective 
Imaginary Village, and once again, her solo set thrilled a 
decent-sized crowd during early Friday afternoon. 

Faux-Hispanic party starters The Cuban Brothers fol¬ 
lowed on the main stage with their ever-popular latin-in- 
fused dance hits, and genuine 70s legends Buzzcocks 
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The Crown Inn

changed the tone once again, with an early evening 
slot of rocking three chord punk, including one of 
the weekends top crowd-pleasers, the timeless'Ever 
Fallen In Love (With Someone You Shouldn't've)'. 

Heading to the Big Top, DJ Yoda - famed for his 
audio/visual DJ sets - performed his first full-band 
live set at Camp Bestival, and along with his Break¬ 
fast of Champions (the name of his latest album, 
and band), did not disappoint. The group's funky 
guitar, heavy bass, tight horns and mix of different 
vocal styles meshed excellently. 

Professor Green took to the stage as the sun 
began to set, and the rapper impressed - all the 
more so as the 'Lullaby' singer was battling an ex¬ 
treme case of food poisoning! 

Friday's main stage headline act, returning after a 
performance as relative unknowns in 2013, was the 
unique classical/house group Clean Bandit. For a 
headline act, their set was short at about an hour, 
and highlighted that they'd maybe suit a headline 
slot with another album's worth of songs under 
their belts. Nonetheless, the set had the main stage 
field dancing, with one of the last year's biggest hits, 
'Rather Be', an obvious highlight. 

The fun doesn't stop on site with the main stage 
headliners; DJ Yoda returned to the decks, this time 
for a DJ set at the Bollywood tent; and the Big Top, 
following The Bohicas set, experienced the weird 
and wonderful delights of a silent disco until 3am. 

SATURDAY saw another equally eclectic line-up kick 
off with the thought-provoking political and social 
poetry/rap of George the Poet. Big-voiced Alison 
Moyet showed that her vocals are as strong as ever, 
rattling through Yazoo classics 'Situation' 'Only You', 
solo hits including 'All Cried Out'and 'When I Was 
Your Girl' before a storming rendition of'Don't Go' 
closed the set. 

For a change of tempo, we made a visit to the Big 
Top, catching the end of Ekkah's set. The Birming¬ 
ham duo's R&B sounds showed why they may the 
next household names coming from Camp Bestival, 
following in the footsteps of Mumford & Sons, Flo¬ 
rence & The Machine and more. 

With darkness falling, Level 42 fired up the crowd, 
with the apt'Sun Goes Down (Living It Up)'a real 
crowd pleaser. 

The Kaiser Chiefs, the festival's top billed act, closed 
out the Saturday night in typically riotous style. Ricky 
Wilson and the boys were something of a genius 
booking for Camp Bestival, coupling the frontman's 
newfound levels of fame (thanks to BBC's The Voice) 
with teenagers, kids and parents alike, along with 
the familiar sing-alongs including'Ruby'and'I Predict 
A Riot'. The Chiefs'set had a good mix of newer ma¬ 
terial, and plenty early hits including 'Na na na na 
naaa'and closing with 'Oh My God'. 




SUNDAY'S line-up took the festival's genre-defying 
credentials to new heights, with soulful pop, Irish 
rock'n'roll, modern punk, dance, rap and trance. 

Thanks to a change in scheduled times, Ella Hen¬ 
derson took to the stage in the early afternoon, trad¬ 
ing places with Bob Geldof. Henderson's set leaned 
heavily on her 2014 number 1 album 'Chapter One', 
and saw the former X-Factor contestant open up on 
some of her songs topics, closing with huge hit 
'Ghost'. 

One of the most exciting, and certainly heaviest, 
sets of the weekend came from hotly-tipped duo 
Slaves, whose raw punk sounds and energetic per¬ 
formance was a welcome change of gear. 

On the other end of the previously mentioned 
slot-switch, Bob Geldof made to the stage in a daz¬ 
zling blue-tonic suit, and preceded with an rock 'n' 
roll heavy, Irish inspired, swear-laden set - mid-af¬ 
ternoon at a 'family friendly'festival was perhaps not 
the most appropriate time for the famously loose 
lipped Boomtown Rat. 

Soul II Soul really moved the crowd up a notch; 
their late 80s/early 90s R&B and soul sound fitting 
perfectly into the current retro-fad. The group 
closed with their biggest UK hit, the anthem 'Back 
to Life (However Do You Want Me)'. 

From 1989 hits, the main stage moved towards a 
chart-smashing artist not born until 1994, Ella Eyre. 
The pop singer/songwriter's high-energy set was 
lapped up by the growing crown, with Eyre per¬ 
forming the likes of Rudimental collaboration 'Wait¬ 
ing All Night','Gravity'(a recent hit with DJ Fresh) 
and 'Changing' another recent hit for Sigma and 
Paloma Faith, on which Eyre was a co-writer. 

Sunday's headliner, and festival closer, was elec¬ 
tronic trance group Underworld, famed for number 
2 hit 'Born Slippy' (itself made famous by 1996 cult 
classic film Trainspotting). Again leaning towards 
the current on-trend sounds of 80s/90s house and 
electronica, Underworld's beat-heavy set was (obvi¬ 
ously) hugely lacking in any sing-alongs, something 
that all of the best headline acts at this sort of festi¬ 
val should probably have. 

Camp Bestival has developed a reputation since 
its inception in 2008, for a spectacular finale, and 
this year was no different. The incredible firework 
display, set off from on and around Lulworth Castle, 
was a sight to behold, and perfectly timed with Rob 
Da Bank's soundtrack accompaniment. You can

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Second engine makes the cut in all-new Audi Q7 Range

BY JETTISONING up to 325kg in weight com¬ 
pared with its predecessor the all-new Audi 
Q7 is perfectly placed to capitalise on the fuel¬ 
saving capabilities of advanced new engines 
like the 218PS V6 TDI, which has just joined 
the range. Complementing the 272PS version 
of this remarkably efficient and refined 3.0- 
litre unit, which spearheaded the launch of 
the re-engineered seven-seat luxury SUV, the 
new lower output option is capable of return¬ 
ing in excess of 49mpg with C02 emissions of 
as little as 148g/km.The new Audi Q7 3.0TDI 
quattro 218PS is available in SE and S line 
specification priced from £47,755 OTR, and is 
due with its first UK customers in October. 

Despite its even more intensive focus on ef¬ 
ficiency the new entry point to the Q7 range 


isn't short-changed on performance. The 
EU6-compliant unit's 218PS peak output, 
available from 3,250rpm through to 
4,750rpm, and the 500Nm torque maximum 
it delivers between 1,250rpm and 3,000rpm, 
are slickly converted by the eight-speed tip- 
tronic automatic transmission into a 0-62mph 
time of just 7.3 seconds and a potential top 
speed of 134mph. 

Yet thanks in part to modifications to the 
water pump, oil cooler and combustion 
process, among other things, the SE version 
with its 19-inch alloy wheels and the S line 
with its 20-inch upgrade can deliver up to 
48.7mpg according to the combined cycle 
test, equating to C02 output of 150g/km. 
Customers who choose the SE, and who 


place particular emphasis on economy and 
efficiency, can specify a smaller 18-inch wheel 
as an alternative to further reduce consump¬ 
tion and emissions - with their help up to 
49.6mpg is possible with emissions of 
148g/km. 

Another significant contributing factor to 
these impressive returns is the intensive 
weight optimisation programme that has 
shaved precious kilograms from the Q7 in 
every area from the suspension and drive- 
train components to the body panels. The 
most notable savings were made in the mul¬ 
timaterial body-in-white, which is 71kg 
lighter than its predecessor, in the all-alu¬ 
minium doors which strip away 24kg and in 
the chassis with its sophisticated new five-link 
suspension, which subtracts 67kg. 

Adaptive air suspension now available in¬ 
dividually 

With the seven-seat configuration which is 
standard for UK models the Q7 weighs in a 
total of 240kg lighter than the same set-up in 
the outgoing model, and the weight discrep¬ 
ancy between old and new five-seat versions 
(a no-cost option in the UK) is an even more 
impressive 325kg. This not only gives a freer 
rein to the V6 TDI units but also reduces un¬ 
sprung masses to enable the newly devel¬ 
oped suspension to deliver the best possible 
ride comfort. 

For the ultimate in unruffled travel an adap¬ 
tive air suspension system, which itself 
weighs 10kg less than before, can be added 
at extra cost to keep the body consistently 
level and suppress the worst effects of the 
roughest of surfaces, no matter what the Q7 


carries and where it ventures. The system was 
previously available only as part of the Dy¬ 
namic Pack but can now also be ordered as a 
standalone option. 

For consummate control in all weathers and 
on all surfaces quattro all-wheel-drive is fitted 
as standard. Managed by a self-locking centre 
differential which apportions 40 per cent of 
power to the front and 60 per cent to the rear 
under normal driving conditions, it can shift 
up to 70 per cent forwards and up to 85 per 
cent rearwards if either axle becomes over¬ 
burdened. 

All-wheel-steering as a segment first 

All-wheel-drive can also be supplemented 
as an option in the new Q7 by all-wheel-steer¬ 
ing - a unique feature in the SUV segment. At 
low speeds, the front and rear wheels turn in 


opposite directions, reducing the turning cir¬ 
cle by up to one metre for noticeably easier 
manoeuvrability when parking and turning 
at low speeds. At higher speeds the rear 
wheels turn with the front by up to 3.5 de¬ 
grees to enhance steering response and im¬ 
prove stability. 

This ground-breaking technological sophis¬ 
tication is carried over into the interior. As a 
starting point, the latest MMI navigation plus 
incorporating an ultra-clear 8.3-inch electri¬ 
cally retractable monitor and large fingertip- 
reactive MMI Touch pad serves as a portal for 
a wealth of entertainment and infotainment 
content in the Q7, and trial access to the in¬ 
ternet-based services and in-car web brows¬ 
ing opportunities offered by Audi connect is 
also included.

Britain Still Struggling To 
Break The Drink Drive Habit 


BRAKE, the road safety charity, has reiterated its call for a zero- 
tolerance drink drive limit, in response to government figures 
showing Britain is still failing to adequately tackle its drink 
drive problem. A final estimate shows 240 people were killed 
by drivers over the legal drink drive limit in 2013, while provi¬ 
sional estimates suggest at least that number were killed again 
in 2014. 

However, the number of people seriously injured in drink 
drive crashes did fall by 8% to 1,100 from 2012 to 2013, with 
drink drive casualties of all severities down 17% to 8,270 in the 
same period. Brake has cautiously welcomed this news. 

The figures show that the profile of Britain's illegal drink driv¬ 
ers has remained largely the same: 

Three quarters (74%) of those killed and seriously injured are 
male. 


More than three in ten (31%) drivers killed aged 25 to 39 are 
over the drink drive limit - the highest of any age group. 

A quarter of drink drive deaths and serious injuries result 
from crashes where a young driver (17-24 years old) was over 
the limit. 

Brake is highlighting international evidence showing that 
lower drink drive limits and increased enforcement help to 
bring down drink drive crashes. 

Meanwhile, provisional figures for the year ending March 
2015 have again shown little progress in overall road casualty 
reduction, with casualties of all severities down 2% to 186,060 
- too small a fall to be statistically significant. Brake advocates 
the reintroduction of ambitious casualty reduction targets to 
stimulate meaningful progress, and is calling on the govern¬ 
ment to adopt a 'vision zero'approach.

Bridport Juniors triumph at Lyme Regatta 



ON Saturday the sunshine and calm con¬ 
ditions made for a brilliant day for Lyme 
Regis Gig Club's annual regatta. 

Bridport entered 11 crews racing against 
squads from Newquay, Ilfracombe, Bris¬ 
tol, Weymouth, Teign, Sidmouth, Poole, 
Portland, Exmouth, Brixham, Clevedon, 
Langstone, Swanage, Torridge and Lyme. 

The races were over a long two-mile, 
kite shaped course, making for a test of 
endurance. 

With the heat and the lack of cloud 
cover the race was tough, but made for 
exciting battles between boats for final 
placings. 

The day began with the juniors’ race. 
Over a slightly shortened course Brid- 
port's juniors, also consisting of two 
Lyme rowers, had a brilliant start in rac¬ 
ing gig 'Dagger'. 

With strong buoy turns and a sprint to 
the line, they were two boat lengths in 
front of the pack. Lyme came second in 
'Tempest' and Langstone Cutters came 
third. 

Bridport Gig club’s newly formed su- 
pervet crew did well in their first race of 
the season in different, may be it close, 
waters coming in seventh amongst some 
formidable teams. 

The mens and ladies A, B and C crews 
all came in the top eight out of 13 boats, 
the ladies vets finishing third, having 
been in front for the first part of the 
course. The mens vets secured sixth and 
the mixed 13th. 

Consistent high placings resulted in 
Bridport finishing in fifth place overall. 

This regatta was one in a series of 
events leading up to the most significant 


event in the rowing calendar in this half 
of the season - the Newquay County 
Championships which consists of mens, 
ladies and junior events over separate 
weekends in September. 

This event attracts almost every club in 
the country and is what all clubs train for 
all season long.

PRECEDING their own regatta, Lyme 
Regis Gig Club travelled to the pictur¬ 
esque village of Cawsand, on the Rame 
peninsula in Cornwall, to take part in the 
next round on the racing calender, the 
Rame regatta. 

This event drew the strongest field yet 
from the South West, which included the 
likes of World Champions, Falmouth and 
other long-established Cornish clubs. 

Sunshine and calm waters made for a 
perfect day of gig racing.

As there were 30 or so crews, larger 
than most regattas, each category was di¬ 
vided into two heats. 

Proceedings got underway with the 
Men's A race.

A rapid start saw all of the teams head 
off towards the first marker. The teams 
then settled into their racing positions 
with Lyme holding off challenges from 
some of the stronger crews to finish 14th 
from a field of 21 in a time of 15m 54.22 
secs. 

This was followed by the Men's B race 
in which Lyme had a little 'coming to¬ 
gether' with a boat crewed by a 'Help for 
Heroes' team. Lyme eventually pulled 
away, hunting down the leading pack. 

They finished 10th of 23 in 16m 03.59 
secs with one of their rowers, Neil Spur- 
dle, having just competed in the Men's A 
race as one of their crew fell ill and 
couldn't make it to the event. 

After the Juniors’ section came the 


Ladies races, and it was the A category • 
starting the second half of the afternoon 
with Lyme entered into the second heat. 

From a field of 24 boats, Lyme main¬ 
tained their 20th position, crossing the * 
line in 18m 29.40 secs. 

The Bs were up next. In a field of 25 « 
boats, they made a very good start, find¬ 
ing their pace at around midfield and 
managed to cross the line in 20th.
